NO CHANGE 
IN GAS RATES 


Attorney For Southern Counties Gas 
Company Sends Word to City Trus­ 
tees—Will Petition Railroad Commis­ 
sion For Bate Adjustment In All 
Districts. 


In an interview with Attorney Lewis 
M. Edwards, representing the Southern 
Counties Gas Company, City Attorney 
Andrew M. Pence of Covina was as­ 
sured last Saturday that tho company 
had no intention of raising the gas rates 
in the Covina district. A petition has 
been made to the railroad commission 
to ask for a raise in rates, but it was 
mado on the basis of setting a rate 
that would allow the company to earn 
eight per cent on investment and re- 
tain an additional three per cent for 
depreciation. 


This means that the cities and com­ 
munities served by the gas company 
which have low rates will be the places 
liable to the raise, providing the coin- 
mission should return a finding in favor 
of the company. In the first year of the 
consolidation, When natural gas was be­ 
ing tried in the Santa Ana, Orange, 
ond Fullerton district, a low rate was 
fixed, it being understood at the time 
that the railroad commission should al­ 
low an increase in rates if it seemed 
to be warrantable. The rate in these 
communities is seventy-four and seven­ 
ty-five cents, while the rate in Covinn, 
Azusa and Olendora is $1.35 fqr the 
first one thousand cubic feet, with a 
graduated 
scale downward for each 
subsequent thousand feet. That the Co­ 
vina rates will not be raised in any 
event until more equitable rates are 
made in other communities, is practi­ 
cally an assurance given the peoplo of 
Covina. 


A report to this effect was made by 
City Attorney Pence at the meeting of 
the Oovina city trustees Tuesday night. 
The. matter, however, will - continue ;to

As a matter of 
fact, one citrus packing association in 
Covina that ordinarily .-has from 350 to 
4.00 carloads of Washington navela will 
pack out about 75 cars in all for the 
navel season. Tho Valencia crop is al­ 
most normal. 


Covina* navels shipped through the 
California 
Fruit 
Growers 
Exchange 
have been bringing an average for all 
cars shipped up until January 22 of 
$4.09 per box, or $3.64 net to the grow­ 
er. This is the largest average price 
ever received for navels.. A net return 
of $1.15 is considered good in ordinary 
years.

SAYS NEW ENGLANDER 


A SHORT COURSE AT RIVERSIDE IN 
CARE AND USE OF GAS TRACTORS 


How to use gas tractors with the 
greatest efficiency, and how to lengthen 
•their lives and increase their useful­ 
ness by keeping them in perfect repair, 
Buch is the subject 
of 
the 
"Short 
Course" to be given by the University 
of California at tho Citrus Experiment 
Station .at (Riverside from 
February 
11 to 16. The University points out 
that with the present limited supply 
of labor it is the patriotic duty of 
oVe'ry tractor owner to soe that his 
tractor does as much work and as 
good work as possible, and proper train­ 
ing for the operator and proper care 
of the 'machine are of the first import­ 
ance. 


The tractor course will be similar to 
one recently held at tho University 
Farm at Davis at which 184 people 
learned how to operate 
and 
repair 
tractors. , There will bo lectures, illus­ 
trated with charts and models, on gas 
engine principles, 
fuel, 
carburetors, 
magnetos, timing, adjustment, etc|, and 
instruction by experts from 
various 
factories as to tho construction, repair, 
and operation of the eight 
or more 
makes of tractors to be used. 
Thero 
will be field demonstrations on how to 
operate tractor machinery and make 
tests as to horsepower. 
Each student 
•will have the opportunity for actual 
work on soldering, pipe fitting, carbure­ 
tor adjustment, bearing adjustment, ig­ 
nition timing, bolt lacing, and the like. 


The course is open only to those who 
can show that they will be ablo to 
make definite use of the knowledge 


gained. 
The only expense will be a 
registration fee of one dollar. 
The 
tentative program is as follows. 


Monday, February 11, 8 a. m., to 
12 m., registration; 1 p. m., opening ad­ 
dress by Director H. J. Webber of the 
Citrus Experiment Station, followed by 
a lecture on engine principles; 2:45 to 
5 p. m., practice work. 


Tuesday, February 12, lectures at 8 


•a. m., and at 1 p. m., on fuels and car- 
buretion, each followed by three hours 
of practice work. 


Wednesday, February 13, lectures at 
8 a. m., on ignition and at 1 p. m., on 
magnetos, each followed by three hours 
of practice work. 


Thursday, February 14, lectures at 8 
a. m., on lubrication and at 1 p. m., on 
timing and adjustment, each followed 
by tractor practice. 


"Friday, Februnry 15, lectures at S 
a. m., on repairing tractors and at 1 


p. m., on testing and horsepower rating, 
each followed by tractor practice. 


Saturday, February 16, 8 a. m., a lec­ 
ture on tractor machinery, followed by 
tractor practice from 9 a. m., tol2.m. 


The staff of instructors will include 
J. B. Davidson, profesor of Agricultu 
ral Engineering; R. S. Vailo, Assistant 
[Profossor of Orchard Management in 
tho Citrus Experiment Station and a 
graduato of the School of Tropical Ag­ 
riculture; L. J. Fletcher, Instructor in 
Agricultural Engineering at tho Uni 
versity Farm, Davis; Mr. A. B. Lundy, 
and several service men from various 
tractor factories.

I received the other day by mail a 
copy of the Covina Argus, which was 
sent, I suppose, as a sample copy. Ac­ 
cept my thanks therefor. The policy of 
the paper, I notice, is for "prohibi­ 
tion." There is a great hue and cry 
now-a-dnys about the benefit that would 
come from "prohibition." But from 
my experience in New Hampshire and 
Maine—two of the oldest dry states, 
these benefits are moro often promised 
than bestowed. The wines of California 
and France, it is true, were 
hardly 
known there; but whiskey was, and 
moonshine alcohol was—a characteristic 
of dry territory. 


I remember one Sunday in a small 
New Hampshire town it was impossi­ 
ble to get a driver at the livery stable 
because all the" men were " f u l l " from 
drinking "Stonewall Jacksons," which 
consisted of home-distilled alcohol, wa­ 
ter, and sugar. In Maine one could 
have all the whiskey one could pay for. 


As for the prosperity that reigned, it 
seemed that the bottom had fallen out 
of farm values. Farms -were not only 
sold cheaply; they were ofton not sold 
at 
all—they 
were 
abandoned—farm, 
house and all. 


A dry California may mean a whiskey 
drinking California. To my humble way 
of thinking, it would bo much wiser to 
combat the greater evil with the lesser, 
by letting the wines remain and remov­ 
ing the stronger drinks. 


Tho endurance of the German and 
French peoples in this terrible war, both 
of which nations arc great wine drink­ 


ers, 
makes one hesitate to belicvo all 
the charges brought against this bev 
erage.

land has had a stormy history, and only 
through the strength and ability of 
her national leaders, heroes and states­ 
men, has the little nation passed ihcom- 
parative safety through the many try­ 
ing periodSH>£- her development. 
First 
controlled 
guarded by Sweden, hav­ 
ing an autonomous constitutional gov­ 
ernment. 
Finland was- but a Grand 
Duchy, bute'Jjfussia from the east, gain­ 
ed ascendency giving false 
promises 
which were never kept and for a half 
a century, the' Diet was not called to­ 
gether at all. 
A change of Russian 
rulers brought about a quarter *of a 
century progress, only to be retarded 
by nine succeeding years of reaction. 
It was during these hard years that all 
Finnish officials were compelled to use 
the Russian language, the postal system 
was 
Russiaidzt-d, ' and matters 
went 
from bad to worse under the Russians 
until all liberty of the press was pro­ 
hibited, both the army and diet were 
Russianized, and the Finnish 
leaders 
exiled. The extreme measures brought 
on the famous "national strike," when 
for a full week in the fall of 1905, all 
Finlanders went on a strike and there 
was literally "nothing doing." 
The 
Tsar capitulated and there at once be­ 
gan a remarkable advance in national 
refoms. Of all the advance movements 


most general admiration for its abso 
lute fairness and justice to all parties, 
making it a model of democracy. Gen­ 
eral adult suffrage, complete prohibi­ 
tion of the liquor traflic, eight-hour luw, 
and other unexpected reforms in a na­ 
tion so long harassed by tyrant neigh­ 
bors, show the possibilities of her men 
and women. A new era of oppression 
from the Russians of today, menace her 
fqture, and the hope of Finland lies 
now in the victory of democracy over 
Prussianism. 


The arts, sciences, and educational 
tendencies, in a country where there is 
practically no illiteracy, concluded the 
lecture.

WHAT K I N D OF FLOTJB 


TO 
U S E I N BREAD 


Housewives interested in wheat con­ 
servation in the kitchen was given valu­ 
able information in a farmer's bulle­ 
tin just issued by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, the University of Cal­ 
ifornia reports. 


It is impossible to find any single 
substitute which can entirely take the 
place of wheat in the making of bread. 
The problem then is to find those meals 
or flours which can be most successful­ 
ly Used in a mixture with wheat. Rye 
four can form a much larger percent­ 
age of such a mixture than can either 
barley or corn. 
Bran is not to be rec­ 
ommended so highly. 
The 
digestion 
coefficient of white flour is materially 
lowered by the addition of bran. The 
roughage found in this mixture is very 
undesirable. 
The use of graham flour 
is not really an economy, for it is made 
by grinding the whole wheat berry af­ 
ter it has been cleened, and therefore 
represents 10Q per cent wheat, where­ 
as the best 
bakers' flolr represents 
about 75 per cent of the wheat. 


Farmer's Bulletin No. SO", U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, gives full 
instructions for the making of conser­ 
vation breads. 
Copies mtty be obtain­ 
ed upon application to the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
Cornmeal can be used as a great eon 
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form of muffins, hot bread, etc. 


Rye flour makes one of the best sub­ 
stitutes for a portion of the wheat flour 
in the making of bread. The ryo loaf 
is very palatable and at the same time 
shows high coefficients of digestibility. 


Barley fiour is not so good a sub­ 
stitute, because only ten or fifteen per 
rent can be successfully used, whereas 
in the case of rye, it has been found 
posible to u>o over fifty per cent. 


Rice and rice flour are being experi­ 
mented with as substitutes for wheat. 
In Great Britan where 
trouble 
hus 
e.risen in the making of bread with 
corn, no objection has 
been 
raised 
where rice has been added to the wheat 
fiour.

YOUR INCOME T A X 


By E. O. Hoedel, Chief Traveling Audi­ 
tor of The Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company 


Under the art of September S, 101U, 
n-hich. imposed a tax on unmarried per­ 
sona whose net income was in excess 
•f $3,000 per year, or in the. case of 
married persons if their net inconies 
exceeded $-1,000 per year, only a rela­ 
tively few employees of the Company 
were affected. 


However, now that the act of Oc­ 
tober 
191", has established a war 
income tax which is more far-reaching 
in its scope and embraces within its 
jurisdiction incomes of single men and 
-women earning $85 or more per month, 
*r $3.••]."> or more per day, and married 
individuals or heads of families re-j 
ceiving over $165 per month, it be- j 
comes a " matter of vital 
importance 
to a very large number of people and 
makes it incumbent upon them to ac­ 
quaint themselves with the provisions 
of the law so as to properly comply 
therewith. 
! 


The income tax on individuals asj 
at present in effect is based on two dis-j 
tinct Acts, one being that of Septem­ 
ber 8, 1910, as amended, generally re­ 
ferred to as the Pre-War Income Tax 
T.aw, and that of October 3, 1917, com­ 
monly called the War Income Tax Law. 
Attention is called to the fact that the 
sew law does not repeal or take the 
place of the income tax law of 1910, 
but is a further tax on those affected 
by the old law, and, in addition, makes 
many individuals having lesser incomes 
not formerly, affected, subject to the 
payment of an income tax. 


To prevent any misconception of the 
purpose and scope of the article, it. 
might be advisable to state here, that 
the discussion is only to the extent 
that the same applies to the individual 
and does not concern itself with the 
provisions governing the action to be 
taken by estates, parterships, etc. 
Who are affected and must file returns 


The income tax law applies to every 
Individual who is a citizen or resident 
of the United States, and the tax is 
based on the net income received in 
the preceeding calendar year. 
If you 
tre a single person and your net in­ 
come amounts to $1,000 or TOOTC, or 
if married or the head of a family 
vith a net income of $2,000 or more, 
you must file n return with the Collect­ 
or of Internal Revenue, even though, 
after applying the personal exemptions 
to which you may be entitled, there 
may not bo any tax duo from you. 
Date of riling Return 


The return of annual net income for 
the year 1917 must be filed with the 
collector of your district on or before 
March 1, 1918. This means that it 
must have been received by him on 
or before that date, not merely mailed 
to him on or before March 1st. The 
law is very rigid in this respect, and 
it will be found advisable to allow 
ample time for your return to reach 
the collector. 


In ease you are planning to file your 
return - in person, it "would* be advan, 
tageous to do so at an early date, ra­ 
ther than too near March If 1918, there­ 
by avoiding^ the congestion which will 
necessarily occur during 
the 
closing 
days of the filing period, with the at­ 
tendant delay of being wainted on. 


The individual filing the return must 
swear to the correctness of the state­ 
ment. 
This may be done before any 
deputy collector, notary or other per­ 
son authorized to administer oaths. It 
is the duty of the deputy collectors to 
perform this • service free 
of 
charge. 
The Collector of Internal Revenue at 
San Francisco lias announced a plan 
whereby deputies from his office will 
visit, for short periods, ,each of the 
county seats and larger cities in his 
district for the purpose 
of 
assisting 
taxpayers in preparing their returns 
and attesting their signatures. 
Notice 
of the specific dates of their presence 
will appear in local newspapers. 
Simi­ 
lar practices will probably be followed 
in other districts as well. 


Where Blanke are to be Obtained 
The supply of the form provided by 
the government for preparing the re­ 
turn is carried by the Collectors of 
Internal revenue. It is suggested that 
steps bo taken by the prospective tax­ 
payer to obtain through the collector 
of his district copies of the forms for 
preparing the return, as the law places 
on the individual and* not on the col­ 
lector the responsibility of seeing that 
the necessary blanks aro received by 
those affected, and filed as required. 
Penalty for Failure to Return on Time 


A severe penalty is imposed for fail­ 
ure to file a return within the time pre­ 
scribed by law, being not less than $20 
nor more than $1,000, and, in addition, 
50 per cent of the amount of the tax 
due. 
An important point to be ob­ 
served in this connection is that care­ 
lessness and oversight, it has been rul­ 
ed, are not to be recognized as valid 
excuses for failure to file the return 
on time, and that in such cases the 
penalty will apply. 


Assessment and Payment of Tax 
Having filed the return, nothing fur­ 
ther is required of the individual until 
the tax has been assessed and payment 
demanded. 
This the collector is re­ 
united by law to do on or before June 
1st, and the payment must be made 
on or before June 15th. Income taxes 
•may be paid by uncertified check, bank 
draft, money order, or in cash. 


Iho foregoing paragraphs have re­ 
cited: in a general way the operation 
af the Acts as applied to the individual, 
without going into the mechanics of 
of the law as affecting the preparation 
of the return. 
To cover this phase 
of the situation; the succeeding para­ 
graphs will present, 
verbatim, 
such 
portions of the Acts as would directly 
affect or be of interest to employees, 
vadiaiso bring out certain points which

^Honnal" Tax and "Additional" 
or "Surtax" 


Ja the case of both the new and 
old JawB, the tax imposed is segregated 
art* what is known as the ''normal" 
tax tad the *'additional" or "surtax," 
tb« basis by which these are measur­ 
ed and the rates applicable thereto be­ 
ing somewhat different. 


The normal tax is at a rate of 2 per 
cent for both the pre-war and war tax, 
and pertains to the entire net income, 
less certain deductions and exemptions 
as hereinafter explained, whereas the 
surtax is at a graduated rate depend­ 
ent upon the amount of the income. 
The surtax begins at $5,000 under the 
19.17 Act and at $120,000 under the 19115 
Act, but as only a few are subject 
to the surtax, it will not be discussed 
in detail. 


Income Defined 


The language of the Act is very com­ 
prehensive in its definition 
of 
what 
constitutes income, and reads in part). 
as follows: 


"gains, profits, and income derived 
from salaries, wages, or compensa­ 
tion for personal service of what­ 
ever kind and in whatever 
form 
paid. 


"or from professions, vocations, busi-. 
nesses, trade, commerce, or sales, 
or dealings in 
property, 
whether 
real or personal, growing out of 
the ownership or use of interest 
in real and personal property, 
"also from interest, rent, dividends, 
securities, or the transaction of any 
business carried on for gain or 
profit, 


"or gains or profits and income de­ 
rived from and source whatever." 
In determining the amount of gain 
derived from the sale or other dispo­ 
sition of 
property 
acquired 
before 
March 1, 191.3, the baso used is the 
fair market price or value of such 
property as of that date. 


Income Exempt from Law 
Certain form of income are specific­ 
ally exempted by the Act, and are 
therefore not subject to the tax. The 
following are pertinent instances: 
'' The proceeds of life insurance pol- 
cics paid to individual beneficiar­ 
ies upon the death of the insured; 
the amount received by the insur­ 
ed, as a return of premium or pre­ 
miums paid by him under life in­ 
surance, endowment, 
or 
nnnuity 
contracts, either during the term 
or at the maturity of the term men­ 
tioned in the contract or upon sur­ 
render of the contract; 
"the value of property acquired by 
gift, bequest, devise, 
or 
descent 
(but the income from such prop­ 
erty shall bo included as income); 
"interest upon the obligations of a 
state or any political 
subdivision 
thereof or upon the obligations of 
the United States (but, in the case 
of obligations of the United States 
issued after September 
1, 1917, 
only if and to the extent provided 
in the Act authorizing 
the issue 
thereof) or its possessions, or se­ 
curities issued under the provisions 
of the Federal Farm Loan Act of 
July 17, 1910." 


Deductions Allowed 
In computing net income every citi­ 
zen or resident of the United States 
subject to'the tax is pormitted to make 
certain, deductions from his gross in­ 
come, the principal items being enu­ 
merated below: 


1. The necessary expenses actually 
paid in carrying on any business or 
trade, not including personal, living or 
family expenses; 


2. All interest paid within the year 
on his indebtedness except on indebted­ 
ness incurred for the purchase of ob­ 
ligations or securities the interest upon 
which is exempt from taxation. 


3. 
Taxes paid within the year im­ 
posed by the authority of the United 
States (except incomo and excess profit 
tnxes) or of its territories, or posses­ 
sions, or any foreign country, or by 
the authority of any state, 
county, 
school district, or municipality, or other 
taxing subdivision of any state, not 
including those assessed against local 
benefits; 


4. 
Losses actually sustained during 
the year, incurred in his business or 
trade, or arising 
from 
fires, 
storms, 
shipwreck or other casualty, and from 
theft, when such losses are riot com­ 
pensated for by insurance or otherwise; 
provided, that for the purpose of as­ 
certaining the loss sustained from the 
sale or other disposition of property, 
real, personal, or mixed, acquired before 
March 1, 1913, shall bo the basis for 
determining the amount of such loss 
sustained; 


5. In transactions entered into for 
profit but not connected with bis busi­ 
ness or trade, the losses actually sus­ 
tained therein during the year to an 
amount not exceeding the profits aris­ 
ing therefrom; 


6. 
Debts due to the taxpayer ac- 
tuully ascertained to be worthless and 
charged off within the year; 


7. A reasonable allowance for ex­ 
haustion, wear and tear of property 
arising out of its use or employment 
in the business or trade; 


R. Contributions of gifts 
actually 
made within the year to corporations 
or associations organized and operated 
exclusively for 
religious, 
charitable, 
scientific, or educational purposes, or to 
societies for the prevention of cruelty 
to children or animals, no part of the 
net incomo of which inures to the bene­ 
fit of any private stockholder or oidi- 
vidual, to an amount not in excess of 
15 per centum of the taxpayer's tax­ 
able net income as computed without 
the benefit of this paragraph. 


Credit Allowed 


In so far as computing the normal 
tax is concerned, the individual is per­ 
mitted to take credit for the amount 
of dividends or net earnings which he 
ha& included in his return as part of 
gross income, provided the corporation 
joint stock company, 
or 
association, 
trustee ,or insurance 
company 
from 
which such income was received is tax­ 
able upon its net income. 


Personal Exemption 


Personal exemptions are allowed un­ 
der both laws in the nature of a deduc­ 
tion from the amount of net income 
for the purpose of computiug the nor­ 
mal tax only, no such deductions being 
permitted n connection with the com­ 
putation of the amount of surtax to 
bo levied. 


Under the war income tax law the 
exemption is placed at $1,000 for sin­ 
gle persons, plus 
$1,000 iu 
addition 
thereto if the person making the re­ 
turn is a married man whose wife is 
living with him, or if he is the head 
of a family (or plus $1,000 in addition 


thereto if the person making the re-! 
turn is a married woman with a hus- j 
band living with her); but this $1,000 
exemption may not be deducted by 
both a husband and a wife. 


An important feature to be observ­ 
ed is that only one deduction of $2,000 
may be made from the aggregate In­ 
come of both husband and wife wheu 
living together. 
A further provision 
is that if the person making the re­ 
turn is the head of a family the amount 
of the exemption allowed is increased 
by $200 for each dependent child who 
is under 18 years of age, or is incapa­ 
ble of self-support because of mentil 
or physical defects. 
This provision, 
however, is operative only in the case 
of one parent in the same family. 


Under the pre-war income tax law 
the initial exemption is $3,000 for sin­ 
gle persons and $-4,000 for married per­ 
sons or heads of famine's as explained 
above, together with a corresponding 
additional exemption of $200 for each 
child under 18 years of age or incapa­ 
ble of self-support. 


Head of a Family 
Attention is called to the fact that 
the exemptions stipulated for married 
persons also pertain in like regard to 
an individual who acts as the head of 
a family. To clearly set forth the ex­ 
tent to which this feature of the law 
applies, the term has been defined as 
noted below: 
". 
. . ' a head of a family is held 
to be a person who actually sup­ 
ports and maintains one or more 
individuals who are closely con­ 
nected with him by blood relation­ 
ship, relationship by marriage or 
by adoption, and whose right to 
exercise family control and provide 
for these dependent individuals is 
based upon some moral or legal 
obligation." 
Payments to Employees of $800 per 
Year or Over 
A unique provision of the Act of 
October 3, 1917, is that in case the 
sum of $800 or more has been paid an 
employee for salary, wages, or other 
compensation during any taxable year, 
the employer is required by law to 
render a true and accurate return to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
setting forth the amount of such pay­ 
ments, and the name and address of 
the recipient. 


This has apparently been inserted in 
the law to afford some tangible basis 
upon which the government can check 
up on individuals who have not filed 
income 
tax returns 
and 
ascertain 
whether any thereof have failed to com­ 
ply with the law. 


Hypothetical Cases as Examples 
For the purpose of showing in con­ 
crete form just how the law applies 
to and affects the income of an indi­ 
vidual, several hypothetical cases have 
been prepared to illustrate instances of 
a typical character. Each of these also 
includes under the heading of "Com­ 
ments" some special point, not always 
readily discernable in reading the law, 
but based thereon and in conformity 
with decisions and rulings which have 
been issued. The examples follow: 
Example No. 1 
Charles Black is a young man en­ 
gaged as a clerk at $90 per month, and 
received for his services as a regular 
salary $1080, overtime $20, and a bonus 
of $60 paid him in the early part of 
January, 1917. 


He has no dependents, lives at a 
boarding house, and is acquiring title 
to a piece of property, the interest 
payments on the mortguge amounting 
to $180 during the year. 
Taxes paid 
were $40. 


Black's situation would be as fol­ 
lows:

COMMENTS 


(a) 
Murphy's personal net income 
being less than $2,000, it might appear 
that he was not required to file any 
income tax return, but under the law 
it becomes necessary for him to in­ 
clude in his own any income of a wife 
and minor children. 
If the combined 
result shows n net income of $2,000 
or, more he must file a return and be 
taxed accordingly. 


(b) 
Even though Murphy only re­ 
ceived $140 actual cash per month, the 
amount withheld for the purchase of 
Liberty Bonds is considered to be in­ 
come to him and should be included 
in his return. The same would apply 
to the purchase of stock. 


(c) 
The $100 Christmas 
present 
was purely a gift and is not taxable 
income. 


(d) The Treasury Department has 
held that "money paid to a person in­ 
sured by an accident insurance policy 
on account of accident sustained is 
returnable as gross income by the in­ 
sured person." The son being a minor 
the $1,000 must be included in the 
father's return. 


(e) The daughter teaching school 
is over twenty-one years of age and 
would, 'therefore, ordinarily have to 
file a seporato return if her net in­ 
come for the year amounted to $1,000 
or more. She has received more than 
that amount, but being engaged as a 
teacher in a public school her income 
is exempt under the law. 


Example No. 3 


James Smith is a single man with a 
dependent mother 
living 
with him. 
His position pays him $200 per month; 
he owns his home, and in 1917 inherit­ 
ed property valued at $4,000, but which 
proved to be in need of repair. So 
that it might be promptly rented ho 
spent $100 in repairs and $100 in im­ 
provements. 
On March 1, 1917, he 
leased the place at $40 per month, the 
rent being paid each month, except 
December, which was not paid until 
January 10, 1918. 


Smith invested in some stock at .$108 
per share, but, due to market condi­ 
tions, it dropped considerably, salos be­ 
ing quoted on December 31, 1917, at 93. 


Among his expenditures for the year 
1917 were taxes on his home and rent­ 
ed property of $94; for streot and other 
neighborhood improvements his taxes 
were $50; insurance on his resideace 
$14, and on his rented property $21; 
contribution to the Red Cross $45, and 
to a needy family $15. 


Smith's income tax would be deter­ 
mined us follows:

Example No. .4 


William Brown is a married man hav­ 
ing a wife and two children living 
with him, the latter being under 18 
years of age.* Brown receives a salary 
of $350 per month and holds stock 
which paid him $200 in dividends dur­ 
ing the year. The children each have 
funds in their savings bank accounts, 
to which the bank credited 
interest 
on June 30 and December 31, 1917, to 
the amount of $50 each. 
During the 
year Brown has done a certain amount 
of trading in real estate, making a 
profit of $300 on one venture, and hav­ 
ing lost $700 on another. 


Brown's expenses 
during 
1917 in­ 
cluded interest $150, taxes $50, income 
tax paid on his 1916 income $15. 


Brown's return, based on the above 
assumptions, would show the following 
facts:

(a) 
A profit having been made by 
Brown in his real estate dealings, the 
amount thereof constitutes part of his 
income. 


(b) 
While losses sustained in the 
transactions entered into for profit but 
not connected with one's business are 
deductible, the law specifically limits 
the same to the extent of "an amount 
not exceeding the profits arising there­ 
from." 
As his profits amount to but 
$300, accordingly only $300 of his $700 
loss was deducted. 


(c) 
As the children were under 21 
years of age, the amount of the inter­ 
est on their savings accounts must bo 
included by Brown when making his 
return. 
t 


(d) 
Taxes on his property are de­ 
ductible, but no deduction is allowed 
for income tax payments. 


(e) 
Dividends received on stock arc 
not subject to the normal 
tax, but 
must be included for the purpose of 
computing surtaxes, if any.

COMMENTS 


(a) 
First, and most important, while 
Black's earnings for the year exceed­ 
ed $1,000, his net income, however, was 
only $940, and being less than $1,000, 
he is not even required to file a re­ 
turn. 


(b) 
As an employer is required by 
law to furnish the Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue information as to the 
name, address, and amount of compen­ 
sation pnid all employees who received 
$800 or more in the year 1917, when 
tho returns are checked up by the 
revenue agent Black in all probability 
will be asked to explain tho reason 
why he did not file a return, purely 
as a matter of verification. 


(c) 
The company's bonus payment 
to employees was based on those in 
service as of a given date in Decem­ 
ber, 191(5, but was not actually paid 
until January, 1917. It must, therefore 
be reported as 1917 income. 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue at 
Washington, D. C, has interpreted the 
income tax law to apply to bonus pay­ 
ments as follows: 


"Any bonus, or other item of com­ 
pensation, paid to an employee in ad­ 
dition to his regular salary or wage 
under a contract expressed or implied, 
as additional compensation for services 
rendered, as a reward for past endeav­ 
ors, or as a stimulus to further zeal 
and enthusiasm in discharge -of his du­ 
ties, is held to constitute taxable in­ 
come which should bo reported under 
gross income in the employee's return 
rendered for the year during which re­ 
ceived. '' 


Example No. 2 


James Murphy is a 
married man, 
having a wife and four children living 
with him in the home which they own. 
His salary is $150 per month, but he 
actually receives only $140, as $10 per 
month is deducted by the company to 
pay for his Liberty Loan subscriptions. 
Mrs. 
Murphy's separate income was 
$."00 for the year. 
She also received 
;is a Christmas present from her father 
the sum of $100. Of tho four children, 
two aro over eighteen years of ugt;— 
a daughter, twenty-three, who teaches 
in a public school, and u son not yet 
twenty-one, who works at his trade. 
By reason of an accident which he sus­ 
tained, the ton only 
worked 
part 
time, earning $500 during the year, 
but received on an accident insurance 
policy which he carried tho sum of 
$1,000 in settlement of his claim. 


There is a mortgage on their home, 
the interest payments thereon for the 
year being $150. Taxes were $50.

COMMENTS 


(a) 
The $4,000 property inherited 
by Smith is income which is exempt 
from the provisions of the law, al­ 
though he must include in his return 
the rent payments received therefrom 
during the year. 
The December rent 
not being paid him until January 10, 
1918, becomes income for that year. 


(b) 
The tax of $50 to cover street 
work and other neighborhood improve­ 
ments is purely assessed for local bene­ 
fits and has been specifically excluded 
as an allowable deduction. 


(c) 
Premium paid for insuring one's 
home is a personal living expense and 
not deductible, although such expense 
is deductible in tho case 
of 
rented 
property. 


(d) The low allows tho deduction 
of repairs to property rather than the 
dwelling occupied by the 
taxpayer, 
hence tho deduction of $100 for repair 
expense on tho rented property was in 
order. The $100 expended for improve­ 
ments is not deductible. 
A reasonable 
allowance is also permitted as depre­ 
ciation on rented property, to take care 
of wear and tear. 


(e) 
The $15 contributed toward the 
support of a needy family is not de­ 
ductible. 


(f) 
Apparently Smith had suffered 
a loss in his stock transaction, as the 
market has dropped $15 a sharo from 
the price at which he purchased it, 
but it has been ruled that a "loss* to 
be deductible must be an absolute loss 
not a speculative or fluctuating valua 
tiou of continuing investment, and it 
must be an actual loss, actually sus­ 
tained and ascertained during the tax 
year for which the deduction is sought 
to be made; it must be determined and 
ascertained upon an actual, a complet 
ed, a closed transaction." 


(g) 
While Smith is a single man. 
ho is the head pf v. family within the

The small farmer or village dweller 
who wants to cut down the high cost 
of living and at the same time be pat­ 
riotic and conserve the sugar supply 
should keep a few hives of bees, says 
George A. Coleman, Instructor of Ento­ 
mology in the University of Southern 
California and Curator of the Agricul­ 
tural museum. 
Mr. Coleman i s the au­ 
thor of Circular-No. 185 on "Beekeep­ 
ing for the Fruit-Grower and Small' 
Rancher, or Amateur," just 
printed. 
The pamphlet is obtainable 
free 
by 
writing to the College of Agriculture 
at Berkeley. Mr. Coleman says at least 
one colony of be"es should be kept for 
every five acres of fruits 
or for 
a 
smaller acreage of berries and vegeta­ 
bles. 
He states that bees will not on­ 
ly supply honey, but will increase the 
crop from ten to one hundred per cent, 
and will improve the quality, and there­ 
fore the.stability of the fruit. 
In this 
bulletin. Mr. Coleman tells the kind of 
bees to keep, where to obtain them, 
gives the list of equipment necessary 
and detailed directions for the hand­ 
ling of the bees. 
He recommends the 
ten-frame Langstroth hive. 
This hive 
is not patented and may be had from 
dealers, he explains.

San Francisco, Jan. 30.—"Eat more 
rice and less wheat," was the appeal 
issued today by the United States Food 
Administration for California, together 
with a list of recipes in which rice ap­ 
pears as the base. Wheat flour and pro­ 
ducts, now being conserved in practi­ 
cally every kitchen in America, is vi­ 
tally needed by Alliod nations which 
are looking to this country for food,

al homes, the food administration an­ 
nounced. 
Meanwhile England, France 
and Italy must bo furniahod at least 
l>0,000,000 bushels to feed their people 
engaged in war work and their soldiers 
on the*battle frontB.

patriots must use substitutes for wheat 
in a larger measure than heretofore, 
fore.

the interior valleys of California and 
Arizona, 
The drop itself can be separ­ 
ated into two parts, 
that 
occurring 
from petal fail until the fruit is about 
an inch in diameter, and that occurring 


Rf tor that time. The first part is much 
more the serious and is due to abnor­ 
mal water relations which serve as a 
stimulus to abscission. 
The 
second 
part is less important and' is due to 
the fungus, Alternaria citri, of wide dis­ 
tribution which is also the cause of 
black rot of Navel oranges. 
The fruit 
showing the black rot represent those 
infected fruits which managed to sur­ 
vive to maturity, other infected fruit 
having 
fallen 
chiefly 
during 
the 
months of July and August. 


The water-relations drop bears a de­ 
finite relation to climatic conditions and 
all efforts looking toward 
prevention 
or control must be either in the nature 
of modifying environment 
conditions, 
cr in selection 
for 
dry-heat-resistant 
strains. 
Of those 
two 
the 
former 
seems to promise the more -immediate 
results'.
